The letters were vritten by Oscar Lange, former professor at the 
University of Chicago, who resigned in 1945 to become Foreizn Minister of 
Poland. Lange signed the invitations as Professor of Planning and 
Statistics at the University of Yarsaw, and mentioned th:.t he was also 
chairman of the Foreign affairs Committee of the Polish Parliament, He 
added, however, that he vas writing in his cavacity as a vrofessor, and 
commented that although the Moscow Conference was being held at the 
sugeestion of the World Peace Council, the YPC would not be the official 
BnONSOr ,
